President Taft Worried 


ON THE MEXICAN BORDER 


AFTER ‘BATTLE 
REBELS RETREAT 


Second Fight at Banche 
Ends Like First. 


Six Federals, Including Two 
Lieutenants, Killed in Fight 
Near Juarez---Rebels Left No 
Dead or Wounded on the 
Field. 


El Paso, Texas, April 16.—The sec- 
ond battle of Bauche has resulted as 
the first fought on February 4. The 


insurrectos left the fielq and the fed- 


erals have come back to Juarez. 

Whether the insurrectos retired be- 
cause of lack of water, as on the for- 
mer occasion, or as a result of a mes- 
sage from Dr. Gomez in Washington 
relative to peace, is not known. 

A message was recetved here last 
night by the El Paso junta, however, 
to be delivered to Francisco I. Madero, 
and this was sent south in duplicate 
by two couriers during the night 
Whether Madero was near Juarez the 
junta does not know. 

What thé message contained, junta 
officials will not state, but they ad- 
mit it had to go with peace and will 
not deny that Dr. Gomez counseled in- 
activity pending negotiations now on 
with Mexica City. Soon after the mes- 
sages went south the insurrectos re- 
tired. 

Six Federals Dead. 

The federals lést six dead, including 
Lieutenant Miguel Batturon!i and 
Abraham Jiminez and six wounded, 
including Captain Porfirio Hernandez. 
The wounded were brought to Juarez 
during the night. The dead were 
brought in today. 

The federals had fireq a bridge on 
the railroad between Bauche, where 
the fight occurred, And Juarez. There 
was no necessity for this in order to 
block the railroad, however, as the 
insurrecto train had been wrecked in 
Bauche as it came from the south, 
Federals on Thursday placed dynamite 
under the tracks and the charge blew 
up the train. The insurrectos had two 
cars loaded with railroad ties ahead 
of the locometive and these cars re- 
‘runt of the damage. 

Wh insu retired they 

atte locom ‘some of 
their cars with them, ‘but left two cars 
besides those wrecked. Beside the 
track were some bloody clothes, show- 
ing that there had been some dead 
or wounded. None was left on the 
field, however. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
found two bodies. One was full of 
bullet holes. Another body had been 
rifled by vandals. 

General Navarro has not enforced 
the embargo on Americans crossing to 
and from Juarez ang the town oper- 
ated its saloons and gambling games 
as usual today. 

To Protect Americans. 

United States troops on the Texas 
side of the river had made extra prep- 
arations to prevent Americans getting 
near the river, if there were a battle 
in Juarez, but the precautions were 
not necessary. There was no fighting 
this morning. The insurrectos and 
federais ceased their battle near 
Bauche some time iast night. 

“Early today federal reinforcements 
sent out from Juarez met the federals 
returning from the field. 

The federals are keeping a strict 
watch over Juarez tonight. Sentries 
patrol the streets and soldiers are in 
the trenches on the outskirts of the 
town. Federal military officials are 
not looking for an immediate attack, 
however, and insurrecto officials in 
El Paso are of the opinion that there 
“will be no fighting, «at least until 
Giomez’s negotiations are concluded. 

The insurrectos have iInsisteq that 
there is no danger of attack and that 
Madero is not close to Juarez. 


SHIP CANAL TO JOIN 
LAKE ERIE-OHIO RIVER 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and West 


Virginia Counties Back 
of Project. 


Pittsburg. April 16.—-The national 
waterways commission will arrive here 
tomorrow and for the next three days 
will Inspect the route of the proposed 
Lake Erie and Ohio river ship canal 
and the work of the Pittsburg flood 
commission. 

The canal proposition is unique. 
Over fifty counties in western Penn- 
syivania, ‘Ohio and West Virginia are 
to be asked to issue bonds for the 
bullding of the canal, estimated to 
cost upward of $50,000,000. This fund 
ia to be turned over to the nationa) 
g@vernmment and the work done by

Virginia have passed the necessary 
laws enabling the counties to issue the 
bonds. while the matter is under con- 
sideration in the Ohio body.

Mexico Plainly Evident in 
Washington, 


TIDE OF WAR THREATENS 
AGUA PRIETA AND JUAREZ 


Washington Is Informed That 
Both Border Towns Will Be | 
Scene of Bloody Clashes To- 
day, Endangering the Lives 
of Americans in Douglas and 
Juarez --- Taft Warns Rebels 
and Federals. 


. 


Washington, April 16.—Anxiety over 
developments in Mexico endangering 
the lives and property of Americans 
near the boundary line was plainly 
evident in official circles here tonight. 
President Taft until nearly midnight 
tonight received bulletins at the white 
house from the war department _§re- 
garding the advance of the federals 
upon the insurgent forces at Agua 
Prieta, but retired confident that an 
attack would not be ‘made before to- 
morrow. 

Dr. Vazquez Gomez was in constant 
communication with the insurgent 
junta at El Paso, Texas., who trans- 
mitted to him messages from-the im- 
surgent army advancing on Juarez. 
Mindful of the incidents of last week 
around Agua Prieta, Dr. Gomez tele- 
graphed a message of warning to his 
constituents to avoid injury to Amer- 
ican lives or property. He was ad- 
vised that the insurrectos had mobilized 
practically their entire army in Chi- 
huahua under Francisco [. Madero, 
JT., to within striking distance of 
Juarez. 

Kept Insurgents Off Juarez. 

The message that Dr. Gomez sent 
to the insurgent forces prevented the 
attack tonight on Juarez. He at- 
tached much importance to the pause 
of the insurgents and other Mexicans 
drew much hope from the occurrence. 

Senor Oscar Braniff and Senor Es- 
quival Obregon, two business men ef 
Mexico City, who came here unofficially 
to confer with Dr. Gomez about peace, 
left tonight for the camp of Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, Jr. Both men were 
in conference with Dr. Gomez before 
they left and received passports 
through the insurgent lines and let- 
ters of introduction to the rebel chief. 
They also called on Senor de Zama- 
cona, the Mexican ambassador, today. 

Dr. Gomez was in communication 
with Mexico City tonight in an effort 
to bring influence to bear on the Mex- 
ican government and avert a great 
loss of Mfe at Juarez, which he  be- 
lieves to be inevitable unless the fed- 
eral garrison there is withdrawn or an 
armistice arranged. According to his 
advices the federals are outnumbered 
nearly two to one and tomorrow al- 
most the entire insurgent army will be 
concentrated within the vicinity of 
Juarez. Dr. Gomez hopes thatthe 
serious situation at Juarez may be 
averted by coficessions from Mexico‘ 
City.

“Don't cross 
border line under any 
if necessary to 
across the line, 
ilians,” was the purport of ia- 
structions telegraphed today by 
Major General Wood, commanding the 
army, to the army command in Texas. 
This explains the use of two civilians 
in carrying a message to the Mexi- 
can federal commander frem Colonel 
Shunk, commanding the United States 
troops at Agua Prieta. 

General Wood has wired instructions 
that if either the federal or insurgent 
troops of Mexico enter American ter- 
ritory they are to be disarmed and 
held, and that everything possible 
must be done to preserve -neutrality. 
He has sent through the army officers 
warning to the people of Douglas to 
keep away from where the firing is 
going o . Advices received here say 
that it is reported thet the insurgents 
have built trenches close to the Amer- 
ican border. 

Fighting Near Agua Prieta. 

The war department's messages fol- 
low: 

Douglas, Ariz., April 16.—Authentic 
reports indicate action ten miles south 
of here between the advance guard of 
federal troops numbering about 1,200 
and the insurgent scouts. In all proba- 
bility

forces are holding Agua Prieta and are 
at present engaged in digging trenches 
parallel with the national line and 
about two hundred yards south of the 
national line.

Don’t Loiter There, Ad- 
vises Rev. Ham. 


Many Soda Water Stands Are

Birthplaces of “White Slave’ | 


Traffic, Declares Preacher. 
Wants the Recorder’s Court 
town. 


Severely censuring the conditions ex- 
isting at the postoffice and at certain 
soda water stands in the city, declaring 
this district the gathering place for men 
and women of immoral tendencies, Rev. 
J. W. Ham, assistant pastor of the Bap- 
tist Tabernacle, in the prelude to his 
sermon last night called upon the police 
authorities to put plain clothes men at 
work to break up this idling, loitering 
class, described by him as “the gateway 
to hell.” 

He warned the-young men and women 
of his congregation not to loiter in this 
district, for said he “it is hardly safe for 
a young man or woman .of clean morals 
and unsullied character to go into this 
section of our city and tarry for a 
moment, without either being accosted 
or placed under the ban of suspicion.” 
The prelude is as follows: 

“It is a burning shame that right 
here in the heart ofthe best governed 
city on the American continent today 
is a cancer eating at the very vitals 
of purity of the young manhood and 
womanhoed of our city. 

“For several months I have given 
almost daily study to the problem of 
the social evil as presented in certain 
sections of our city. The data I have 


in hand is sufficient to reach my pres- | 


ent conclusion. 

“I wish to speak of the postoffice dis- 
trict. The corridors of the federal 
building and the side-walks of same 


have become so infested with men and! 


women of immoral tendencies and pur- 


poses that it is hardly safe for a young ' 
| man or woman of clean morals and un- 


sullied character to go in this section 
of our city and tarry for a moment 
without either being accosted or placed 
under the ban of suspicion. There are 
certain hours in the day that traffic in 
this line is very quiet, and yet there are 
other hours of greatly increased activi- 
ties. 

. “Not only is this true of the post- 
office, but it is also true of other places. 
I know of six Greek or Italian (I never 
know which) soda fountains located in 
different sections, most all of which are 
on side streets leading from the main 
arteries of travel, whose sofe revenue, 
almost, consists of trade from young 
men and women meeting for immoral 
purposes. This is patent to even the 
casual observer. This element would 
not be tolerated in their loitering in a 
soda fount in Whitehall or Peachtree 
streets. They seek cover under the 
roof of a foreign nationality who are 
noted for secrecy and attention to their 
own business, and in matters of this 
kind they always ‘know their business.’ 

“Hundreds of times within the recent 
past have I seen young girls going into 
these places and spending two or three 
hours over some soft drink, then pres- 
ently leaving with an attendant, who 
is in most cases a libertine. Several 
houses are maintained in the heart of 
the city who cater to this class. 

“Oh, how many times I have seen 
unsophisticated girls being lured into 
these places and taught by the more 
experienced, ‘the easiest way’. Pres- 
ently she finds it easier not to work at 
honest toil, and wear one suit a whole 
season. She joins the ever increasing 
throng of moral lepers. I have recently 
had to deal with several of these girls, 
two of whose offspring have presented 
problems, as well as heartaches. 

“T have likewise witnessed, on the 
other hand, the coming to our city of 
pure, strong young men of noble ideals, 
who would join the church on arrival, 
and ere long I have found them in the 
toils of this cigarette smoking, beer 
guzzling crowd of moral degenerates 
that infest these goda stands and the 
postoffice corners and corridors. 

“Something needs to be done. We 
need plain clothes policemen in these 
sections to prevent the congregating 
or loitering of this element, who are 
but the gateways to hell. There is a 
growing need of some organization, 
such as a society for the prevention of 
crime, who would employ a superin- 
tendent with police powers to break up 
these nests of vice and save the young 
manhbodod and womanhood now coming 
to our city so fast, and who are the 
preys of this class. Such places as I 
have mentioned are the birth-places of 
the white slave traffic. 

“The downtown ‘masher has gotten 
to be such a nuisance that I am in 
favor of the removal of Judge Broyles 
and his court into this section, possibly 
in the new city hall, where he can more 
effectually cope with this growing 
problem. 

“My actuating motive for speaking 
plainly tonight, my friends is for the 
sake of many of you young people who 
hear me, whom I have seen just begin- 
ning to slip into this zone, where ideals 
are low and ever ready stands the auto’ 
or taxi, waiting for you to take a joy 
ride, if you will but pay the price, and 
Et warn 
been made to bleed and ache recently 
over some tragic revelations, not to 
frequent the soda founts I have men- 
tioned. or be seen loitering around the 
postoffice. Your honor, your character, 
and your reputation is at stake. May 
God help you to take the werning*”’

MONUMENT IN MEMORY 
OF THE FRENCH SOLDIERS 


Who Died Fighting to Secure 
Independence of United 
States. 


Annapolis, Md., April 16.—An event 
of international interest will take 
place here next Tuesday afternoon 
when a monument to the memory of 
the French soldiers and sailors who 
lost their lives in the revolutionary 
war will be unveiled. 

President Taft and the French am- 
bassador, Mr. Jusserand, will attend.

Promises to Be Careful. 

The messages were received by 
Diaz and his staff. The federal com- 
mander sent word to Lieutenant Col- 
onel Shunk that every precaution would 
be taken against firing across the line. 

Diaz said: 

“If Americans were killed in the hbat- 
tle of last Thursday, it must have been 
because of their failure to observe care. 
If, in our attack on Agua Prieta any 
shots cross into the United States 
territory, it will be because we are 
unable to prevent it.” 

The rebels have dug trenches between 
Agua Prieta and Douglas at 
angles to the United States line to pre- 
vent a flank movement on the part of 
the federals, thus keeping them from 
getting between the two border cities. 

Pians of Rebel Commander. 

Colonel Medina, commanding the reb- 
els, said to the Associated Press cor- 
respondent tonight that he planned to 
confine the fighting to the south 
Agua Prieta, but would use the city 
to protect his forces if driven back. 

“If we are defeated and compelled 
to give up Agua Prieta, our troops, 
all mounted, will not cross into United 
States territory,” he said.

Fought Over Shackled Prisoners. 

Five hundred insurrectos under Gen- 
erais Orozco and Villa had been in-, 
structed by Francisco Madero to head 
off the Casas Grandes contingent and 
if possible capture and release the 
prisoners.

Fully aware of his son's determina- 
tion not to end the war unless he 
achieves that for which the insurrec- 
tion was started—a new election and 
the withdrawal of the president—-the 
senior Madero, it is believed, hardly 
would hazard a trpintotheinterior un- 
less he had something definitely favor- 
able to offer. 

Madero, Jr., has been much pleased 
with recent events in Mexico City, 
which he says have encouraged him 
and strengthened insurrecto prospects. 
He told the correspondent he would 
be glad to welcome his father, but 
he was emphatic in his assertion that 
no mere sentiment or family considera- 
tion would induce him to lay down 
arms, 

“It is not a family or personal mat- 
ter, and nothing but the triumph of 
our principles will induce us to quit,” 
said Senor Madero.

But the statement recently issued by S. H. P. Pell & Co., a 
leading exchange firm of this country, so pertinently analyzes the 
conditions indicated, and points the remedy, that we give it clse- 
where without amendment or revision. 

All of the confusion and uncertainty existing today in the textile 
world may be traced to the vague beliéf that somehow, sometime, 
prices for cotton, being artificially high, are destined to drop. 

The logical arguments of the firm cited knock the props from 
under this delusion with a sledge hammer. 

Here is the core of the situation, as éxpressed in the statement 
reproduced elsewhere. 


There is no mystery as to the true reason for the present prices of cotton. 
ltt is that CONSUMPTION 1S PROGRESSING MORE RAPIDLY THAN PRO- 
| Dr ‘TION, and neither the present price of cotton, nor, in fact, any price under 
THIRTY CENTS per pound, will in any way affect the consumption by the ulti- 
mate consumer who, even at such'a price, could not find a satisfactory substi- 


tute. 

The statement is supported by statistics giving production and 
consumption for the past seven years. 

In that period, the world-production of cotton was 86,426,000 
bales. 

The world’s consumption was 88,200,000 bales, or more than 
2,000,000 bales in excess of supply. | 

Given these figures, it is unnecessary to go farther in search 
of the cause for present prices. 

As a matter of fact, with supply way behind demand, the prices 
are not high enough! 

They may be expected to advance, since the steady. tread. of 
consumption upon the heels of production means the world next 
year will be no farther ahead of the game than at present. 

It is also shown in the Pell analysis that were present prices 
doubled for the raw material, the added cost to the consumer wouid 
be barely perceptible. The cotton dress that weighs two pounds, 
and the shirt that weighs half a pound, is not going to be found on 
the prohibitive list should the staple itself increase five cents a 
pound-in value. 

But by far the most convincing argument exhibited is that 
even should the price of the staple go to thirty cents, no substitute 
could be found—wool, silk, flax, hemp, jute, whatnot—to compete 
on terms of equality with cotton. 

The world must have cotton. It is one of the few indispensable 
staples. The price for which it is now selling, and promises to sell, 
is not only in response to economic laws, but is destined to climb 
higher. And it can go on soaring almost indefinitely without 
‘ bleeding” any of the parties to its handling or consumption. 

The meat in the nut is that the cotton trade—jobbers, \mills, 
importers, consumers—must make up their minds to that fact. 


All and singular they must abandon hope, founded on utter. fal- 
lacy, that prices are going to drop. 

Once that bedrock principle is beaten into their heads, condi- 
tions in the textile field will readjust themselves, and the world go 
steadily forward, striving to do its best in meeting the appetite of 
new and broadening markets under every sun with the supplies at 
its command. i 

The most fortunate factor is that no one will thereby be the suf- 
ferer except unimaginative traders who have been “caught out” with 
contracts they cannot fill—contracts based upon guesswork rather 
than upon sound economic study. 

And, at bottom, it is this class mainly responsible for the curious 
psychological conditions now obtaining in the trade.

THE TALLULAH FALLS INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


The average business man of Georgia will spend the trivial sum 


|o! $1,000 for relaxation and small pleasures in a year. 


That amount, invested in the industrial school founded and 
maintained by the clitb women of Georgia at Tallulah Falls, will 
complete, at least for the present, the equipment of one of the most 
useful institutions in the state. 

Through their own efforts, members of the Federation have 
acquired a five-acre site, a $3,000 building, containing model furni- 
ture and equipment, and with the aid of Rabun and Habersham 
counties, have employed two trained teachers for ten months last 
‘year and nine months this year, at an expense of $120 a month. 

The regular session of the school, which is operated for the in- 
dustrial training of mountain children, opened April 1. 

There is insufficient accommodation for the teachers, and no 
accommodation at all for boarding the pupils who come from a dis- 
tance, and who must live near the school if they are to enjoy its 
advantages .at all. 

This pressing need is to be met by the construction of a model 
cottage which shall suitably house the teathers, and provide accom- 
modations for twelve boarders. 

The lumber has been contributed. 
plete the work. : 

The club women are themselves endeavoring to raise this 
amount. But the business men, the people generally of Georgia, 
should not let them carry the burden unaided. 

The balance needed could be subscribed in less than an hour 
did Georgians fully realize the splendid mission upon which the 
school is engaged. 

, Illiteracy is not confined to the mountain counties of Georgia, 
nor is need tor attacks upon it peculiar to that locality. 

But in no other section is the situation more appealing. The 
isolation of the mountains and the backwardness of industrial devel- 
opment have brought their penalties, and it is in an effort to miti- 
gate these that the club women have concentrated their efforts on 
the Tallulah Falls institution.

The pith of the Pell contention is 
that for some years world demand for 
cotton has been far in excess of sup- 
ply, and that that fact explains pres- 
ent prices and their inevitable upward 
drift. . 

“Let the Seller Reware.” 


The circular follows: 

“It is a condition and not a theory 
that’ confronts us in the cotton trade. 
Cotton comes nearer being a medium 
of -exchange between countries than 
any other commodity. In time of peace 
or war: in time of panic or prosperity, 
the value of cotton is Known and un- 
derstood in every country where 
clothes are worn, and statements that 
its price should follow the price of 
other commodities or the market tend- 
encies of stocks or bonds are incor- 
rect. It is one of the prime necessaries 
of life, and a drop in the prices of all! 
other commodities however necessary 
leaves more money in the pockets of 
and therefore produces 
among the poor a greater ability to 
buy cotton clothing. 

“Moreover, the price of cotton is not 
regulated only by the demand 
the United States. The market 
world, and’world conditions demand al- 
ways more cotton. This demand is so 
steady in its growth and so persistent 
and eager under all circumstances 
largely because the price of raw cotton 
may rise without raising the price of 
cotton fabrics in anything approach- 
ing the same proportion.

;-at which the remnant of this erop 
will sell, but our judgment is that so 
long as contract prices are three or 
four dollars per bale less than actual 
will be someone fo 
buy and receive the cotton on con- 
tracts in order to supply the normal 
trade demands of this and other coun- 
tries. 

“We do not care to predict at just 
what point the ultimate consumer will

Dr. White Preaches on: 
Relation to Y. M.C. A. 


Relatién to the Jews Should 
Be Wholly Winsome, and to 
the Catholics Intentionally 
Inclusive, Declares the Min- 
ister. 


Preaching on the relatien of the 
Young Men's Christian Association to 
the Jews and the Catholics, Dr. John 
EK. White, pastor of the Second Bap- 
tist church, in his sermon last night 
declared it should be “in the case of 
the one wholly winsome and in th 
case of the other intentionally inclu- 
sive.” ° 

“The Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation ig avowedly without eccles- 
iastical character. It is an ‘organiza- 
tion devoted to fundamental Christian- 
ity. In the course of its development 
its mission has assumed a pronounced 
civic relation to ‘society. It is’ the 
clearing house for applied Christian- 
ity. It appeals to all classes of citi- 
zens as a factor in the common moral 
life. s 

“It does not ‘appeal to Protéstants 
as the champion, the Protestant sidé 
of a controversy nor to Christians as 
a function of their theology. It pro- 
tests that it is not a church and does 
not in anywise undertake to do what 
the churches are set to do. 

“The Y. M. Cc. A. must take one po- 
siiion or another. It must assume to 
take cognizance of matters of Chris- 
tian faith and practice and when it 
does it will go up in a conflagration 
of sectarian controversy; or it must 
take its position squarely and carry it 
to its logical conclusion, of a negative 
attitude towards centroverted ques- 
tions of Christianity, and on that ba- 
sis undertake to represent the pure 
spirit of Christ in the community, as 
that spirit is expressed in the amelior- 
ation and redemption of society.’’ 

Dr. White's Sermon, 

The sermon in full follows: 

Text: Acts X. 

“Cornelius, a devout man and One 
that feared God with all his house, 
which gave much alms to the people 
and prayed to God always. And Pe- 
ter said unto them, ye know how it is 
an unlawful thing for a man who is a 
Jew to keep company or come in unto 
one of another nation, but Gog hath 
showed me that I should not call any 
man common or unclean. Of a truth I 
perceive that God is no respector of 
persons, but in every nation he that 
feareth Him and worketh rightecous- 
ness is accepted with Him.” 

In a land of Jews, Catholics and 
some twenty divergent Protestant de- 
nominations of Christianity, the tenth 
chapter of the Acts of the Apostles 
should be read very frequently. In the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
building which we are;soon to erect 
in Atlanta out of money contributed 
from all creeds and sects, this scrip- 
ture might be appropriatély illuminated 
upon its walls. It‘is the passage that 
tells how Christianity was saved from 
disaster at the outset and it indicates 
the ultimate principie of safety for 
Christianity today and for the Chrig- 
tianity of the future. 

It relates the story of Peter and 
Cornelius, the new-fledged preacher of 
the gospel, and the captain of an Ital- 
ian regiment, the Jewish Christian 
and the Gentile saint: One was a ma 
who bore Christ’s name and _repre- 
sented his organization, who had not, 
however, - been converted fully to 
Christ’s spirit; the-other a man who 
had the spirit of Christ, but had not 
been converted.to His name or iden- 
tified with His organization. The ques- 
tion was forced upon Peter whether 
there should be permitted any sort of 
religious fellowship between this man 
whose noble religious character was 
well Known among the Jews, and those 
who with him were in direction of the 
Christian church at Jerusalem. Up to 
this time the policy had been to allow 
no sort of relations religiously or so- 
cially with Gentiles unless they first 
should come to the . synagogue and 
conform to requirements. The Jewish 
Christians, as the scripture states, rec- 
ognized the splendid character of a 
man like Cornelius; doubtless received 
and indorsed the benefits of his char- 
ity but denied that there could be a 
ground of fellowship between them. 
The point of the Scripture ts that 
Christianity does have a basis of fel- 
lowship with every man whether he 
bear the name of Christian or not, who 
God's work in the world and is 
spirit. This principle was 
guidance of Christians 
and for the furtherance of the gos- 
pel at the beginning.

1 have said, and say again, 
that the one man in all the world for 
whom the Christian should have a pro- 
found religious regard and an unfail- 
ing spirit:of sympathy and affection is 
the Jew. We owe to him more than 
we can ever realize. Jesus Christ was 
a Jew. The apostles were mainly Jews. 
The foundations of Christianity are 
Jewish. The original resolution, and 
the yet unsatisfied intention of the 
gospel, concerns the Jew in the pur- 
pose of God. My plea is that Christian- 
ity with reference to the Jewish people 
shall allow itself to assume no atti- 
tude which tends to drive the Jew 
further from Christ. Rather should 
we so interpret the love of God in 
Christ to Him that He shall see of a 
truth, as Cornelius readily saw, that 
Jehovah, God whom he worships and 
serves, is the very God revealed in and 
through our Lord and Savior, Jesus 
Christ.

Now, a preacher's 
position on this question should be 
neither broader nor narrower than his 
interpretation of Christianity. = 
should say that I was determined to 
have nothing to do with the Jews and 
Catholics because of doctrines concern- 
ing the person Of Christ or concerning 
ecclesiastica! administration, I might 
as many do, justify 
myself on the ground that 
this was the way to make a pro- 
test for the doctrines which I greatly 
cherish. But when the question of 
having to do with the Jews and the 
Catholics in genuinely good work is 
presented so as not to involve these 
che?Tished doctrines. a position of re- 
sentment and exclusion § straightway 
becomes a flat violation of the spirit of 
Christ and the spirit ef Christianity in 


exclusion, and we call it Catholic per- 
secution. Now, where Protestant Chris- 
tianity is predominant, we have the 
supreme opportunity of proving that 
our complaints against Catholic exclu- 
sion and persecution are genuine and 
sincere. Where conditions are reversed, 
we should practice the principle of 
Christian hospitality. If it is said that 
the Catholics do not want and will not 
allow themselves the privilege of co- 


tion fs, of course, irremediable. But 
I submit that something has been 
gained for Christianity, and for Prot- 
estants as well, by the exemplification 
of a genuinely Christian spirit on our 
part. 

I believe with all my heart both if 
the doctrines and the principles and 
the practices of evangelical Christian- 
ity. As a Baptist, I am devoted to the 
interpretations of the New Testament 
according to the Baptists; but, over and 
above any allegiance I owe to the 
Baptist denomination, I set’ my alle- 
giance and my loyalty to tke absolute 
authority .of God, whose will and 
whose spirit is revealed through 
Jesus Christ. This I understand to be 
the true faith of Christianity. I should 
never like to be toward Jews and 
Catholics other than God revealed to 
Peter he should be toward Cornelius. 
I think this is the true idea! of Chris- 
tian progress. I do not bejeve that the’ 
kingdom of God is to be got forward 
by the policy of exclusion and reprisal 
against those whom it desires to win, 
or against those who are willing to 
help iton, and even desire to do so.

American Democracy. 

When the constitution was finally 
adopted, and Washington had entered 
upon his first term as president, with 
Thomas Jefferson as secretary of state, 
Edmund Randolph as attorney general, 
and Alexander Hamilton as secretary 
of the treasury, there was the same 
effort at utilizing the talents of men 
who looked at governmental questions 
from diametrically opposite § stand- 
points, and it soon developed the usual 
results of such efforts, when the spe- 
cial conditions which brought them to- 
gether have passed away. Jefferson, 
naturally democratic in his tendencies, 
had represented the United States in 
France during the period which imme- 
diately preceded the French revolu- 
tion, and he was largely imbued with 
the spirit of the times, as they existed 
in that country, where monarchy had 
been presented in its most artistic, as 
well as its most exasperating aspects, 
and all of his education, in harmony 
with his impulses, was against the 
principles of centralized power. On 
the other hand, John Adams, the vice 
president, had represented the United 
States at The Hague, where there ap- 
pears to have been practically no cen- 
tralization of power, and but little effi- 
ciency, ‘and his letters to congress 
show his wWtter contempt of govern- 
ment which must consult disorganized 
bodies indefinitely in quest of the pow- 
er and authority to do those things 
which are essential to a dignified na- 
tional life.

New Orleans, April 16.—The next 
week in the cotton market will prob- 
ably open with considerable duliness 
unless weather developments of im- 
portance are reported over the holi- 
day period in the cotton belt. Liver- 
pool will not open until Tuesday morn- 
ing, and the American markets will 
hardly feel like marking prices up or 
down to any material extent until a 
line is to be had on the English situ- 
ation which now, from a trade stand- 
point, is of the greatest importance. 

At the end of last week English 
mills were apparently doing as good 
a business as ‘they ‘have done at any 
time this season. If this cuntinues 
this week speculation in the old crop 
deliveries will be stimulated. 

Lancashire mills are already so weli 
engaged ahead that the spot houses 
which cater to their wants in the way 
of raw materials have come to regard 
the fairly large Liverpool stock as in- 
adequate, especially since the contl- 
nent has given signs of a business 
revival. Should European wants in 
the way of spot cotton become 30 
great as to cause renewed activity in 
the spot centers of the cotton belt, the 
activity will be immediately reflected 
in the future market, and it is en- 
tirely probable that speculation will 
become widespread. 

The weather over the holidays will 
be of importance. The outlook was for 
cold weather, acompanied by more or 
less frost. If the cold wave should 
extend southward into the cotton 
country far enough to cause dainage 
to young cotton, both the new and old 
crop months will immediately gain 
strength, for the old crop months are 
to some extent checked in their up- 
ward tendency by the expectations for 
a large movement of this season's 
growth before the first of September.

Ratification then by the senate 
woulg be merely a matter of form, 
since the government’s supporters in 
that body outnumber the conservatives 
three to one. 

Until, however the agreement is rat- 
ified by both American branches the 
fight against it in the Canadian house 
will be continued by Mr. Borden’s ad- 
herents.

THE COTTON CROP AREA. 

During many, many years I do not 
recall a time when there was so little 
said, or at least printed, in-the way of 
advice and warning against planting 
too much cotton. There may be some- 
thing ominous in this fact. Is there a 
large interest in the country anxious 
for a reduction in the price of cotton, 
and has this interest power or influ- 
ence sufficient to silence, in great de- 
gree, the advisory press? “We all know 
that the cotton manufacturing busi- 
mess is “marking time,” so to speak, 
and dividends are getting to be as 
“scarce as hen's teeth; but there is 
no. positive indication that the mills 
are urging an increased area. Prob- 
ably they would be glad to get cheaper 
eotton, in view, of the fact that they 
cannot boost the market for manufac- 
tured goods to a point at which there 
will be a dividend-paying profit in the 
business. [{ have heard some of them 
Say that cotton is “too high, anyhow,” 


but that position seems hardly log- 
fecal. One of two things is ceNainly 
true, viz., that either cotton is too high 
or g00ds are too low—from the manu- 
facturers’ viewpoint, at least. ‘They 
say’’ (some of them) that if they coulda 
buy cotton at 2 or 3 cents less per 
pound they could run al! their spindles 
on full time and declare dividends for 
their anxious and hungry stockholders. 
Doubtiess that is true. But from the 
ecotton-growers' standpoint such a de- 
cline in the market fdr raw cotton, 
while it would benefit the manufac- 
turers a g00d many millions of dol- 
lars, the benefit would be at the ex- 
pense——at least in anticipation—of the 
growers. That's the way the latter 
Very naturaliv look at If. 

The growers consider that 
now having their: innings, after a 
long term of low prices for their 
staple money crop. Many of them feel 
that it will require several years-——a 
good many of them-—of present prices 
to make good—recoup, I believe is the 
word—the losses of the past twenty 
or twenty-five years. They are not 
willing to be roped off like an eager 
suckling calf, before they have had 
“their fl.” 

Now what Is remedy for this 
state of affairs? Who put up the 
price of cotton? Probably the attitude 
of the farmers may have had something 
to do with it. but somebdy had to buy 
the cotton, and who but the mills and 
their agents have bought the cotton; 
and have the milis not bid against 
each other—in effect—and this boost- 
ed the price: and have they not-—in ef- 
fect. at least-——undersold each other in 
the effort to get rid of their manufac- 
tured stocks and thus get back the 
money they paid for the raw cotton? 
Of course they have. Then where lies 
the trouble and what is the remedy? 
I confess that I do not knowdo you? 
It seems that the great shirt-wearing 

. and sheet-using millions are not wear- 
ing out their shirts and sheets fast 
enough. In other words, consumption 
of cotton goods has not Kept pace with 
production and manufacture. And 
what is to be done about it. It is cer- 
tainly an unusual, an anomalous sit- 
uation, and nobody seems able to solve 
it. It seems to be an insolvable prob- 
lem by any outside efforts. 

Maybe it will solve itself—this prob- 
lem. | believe it will, and that is 
the only solution. Of course the so- 
lution will have direct and indirect 
help. The farmers themselves will be 
encouraged, if not impelled, to pro- 
duce more cotton. They will do it— 
not for patriotism’s sake but—for the 
sake of having more cotton to sell at 
present prices. That is one way to help 
untie the Knot without intending it— 
a sort of natural way. Another way 
would be for the large dealers in cot- 
ton goods to stock up heavily In view 
of anticipated rise in prices of cotton 
goods. This would relieve the cotton 
mills and have the effect of advancing 

: prices of goods. The “boll weevil is 

a) “Peoring.”’ and its coming seems as sure 

4 as death itself. Mississippi is already 
invaded, Alabama and Georgia will 
follow, then the Carolinas and then— 
the jig’s up so far’as big crops of cot- 
ton are concerned, and people will have 
to pay more for cotton goods, or g0 
without. 

Will this article be called idle specu- 
lation? Probably it will be, but I am 
not prophesying, nor have I advised 
or warned. In fact I know but little of 
the present and nothing of the future. 
I will, however, advise the farmer that 
the time of safety is along the path of 
decreased cost of production, by means 
of better preparation, better (more ju- 
dicious) fertilization, better seed, more 
grain and live stock, farm implements, 
diversification. What the farmer wants 
is safety, and as nearly as may be, cer. 
tainty of results. Plenty of hog and 
hominy, abundance of home-raised sup- 
plies, conservation and improvement of 
the soil by demonstated, = scientific 
methods, will result in comfort, plenty 
and profit. even if cotton falls to 10 
cents (which it may do), or go to 20 
cents (which is not likely).

I quote you from Mr. William Diet- 
rich’s book description of the Tam- 
worth: 

“The color of the Tamworth is a 
red, resulting from a golden red hair 
on a flesh-colored skin. Occasionally 
there appears a. small black spot on 
the skin, which may also be covered 
with black hair. [It is the tendency 
of breeders to breed the Tamworth 
with the pure red color, but the pol- 
icy of black spot is sound.” 

Answer—in my reply to Mrs... L. T. 
in issue of April 3, which you kindly 
criticise. I endeavored to ,compress 
the description of the Tamworth hog 
into so small a space as possible, be- 
cause of the crowded condition of my 
department. I will add, however, that 
in the “standard of excellence for 
Tamworth swine” adopted by the Na- 
tional Pig Breeders’ Association of 
Great Britain, of the twenty points 
listed the very first is: Color, golden 
flesh-colored skin, free 
from black. It is admitted, however, 
that the shade varies considerably 
in individuals, and a chestnut shade is 
very common. In aged animals it is 
not uncommon to see such a dark 
shadt of chestnut that the casual ob- 
server might mistake it for a dull 
black. So “there you are.” “When 
doctors differ,” ete., not claiming ex- 
pert knowledge, I do not presume to 
decide which is correct. I understand 
the objection to Mrs. T.’s pair of Tam- 
worths to refer to the general farm 
or types, and not to mere flesh marks. 
for it is probable that not one of them 
was familiar with the standard points 
of the breed.

To M. 8S. Farmer, Swainsboro, Ga.— 
The “weeder,” of which there are a 
number of different makes, has been 
used for perhaps a dozen years— 
more or less. I1 have used them a 
Zood deal and unhesitatingly indorse 
the efficiency of the implement. Be- 
fore | got a weeder I had used a slant 
tooth harrow (a sectidn of a Thomas 
smoothing harrow), with good suc- 
cess, for the same work now: better 
done with a weeder. As a rule the 
weeder does better when run squarely 
Or diagonally across the rows than 
when run lengthwise. You don’t have 
to manage to Keep it from dragging 
up the young plants; it will puli up 
or cover up an occasional plant. but 
the injury from this source is entirely 
negligible. I consider it a very valu- 
foie and efficient implement. It shouid 
e rum across the field before a crust 
forms after a rain, when the effect 
will be to destroy weeds before they 
come up and at the same time open 
the soil to the free ingress of air and 
prevent excessive evajoration of mois- 
ture. I have never used but one make 
—the Halleck—and am not prepared 
to say which is the best. It 
should be remembered, however, that 
you cannot keep a fleld entirely clean 
of weeds by means of the weeder 
alone; I have tried it. 


T. B. Smith, McShan, Okla.—I want 
to know if there is any king of grass 
or clover or anything I could sow 
on hillsides in my cotton when J] lay 
it by that would come up and keep 
land from washin during winter 
months. And would it dO much good? 
I want to plant this land to corn or 
cotton next year. 

Answer—Yes, there are a number 
of plants suitable for the purpose of 
“cover” crops, as they are called. If 
the land is fresh and good you may 
sow crimson clover, twenty-five 
pounds, or hairy vetch, fifty pounds, 
per acre at about the time of first 
picking of the cotton in September. 
If thin or ordinary soil, sow common 
rye, say three to four pecks per acre. 
Such cover crops are advised as very 
helpful in preventing washing and 
Wfaching and in -building up the soil. 

KAINIT TO PREVENT RUST. 

B. H. Edmondston, Summerville, Ga. I 
am going to use some kainit (together 
with other fertilizers) on my cotton 
land this year to prevent rust. Will 
you please tell me how much kainit to 
use per acre, when and how to apply it. 

Answer—Where the land that is to 
be fertilized for cotton is known to 
produce rust the ‘ainit employed to 
prevent rust should be a component 
part of the fertilizer and should be ap- 
plied, as usual, before planting. In 
other words all the. potash required in 
the total fertilizer should be supplied 
by kainit. What you want is a fertiliz- 
er that will analyze about 10-3-5, or 
9-2.70-4.50, 8-2.40-4.00, or any. other 
grade préserving about the some pro- 
portions, and of which the potash is 
supplied by kainit. To secure this I ad- 
vise that you buy some 16 per cent 
acid C. S. meal, high grade and kainit 
and do your own mixing, and save two

FORMULA FOR COTTON. 

H. H. Dickson, Lovejoy, Ga.—I hav> 
about 3% acres gray land with reddish 
clay that yielded fast year 6,200 pounds 
seed cotton of the Schley variety. This 
cotton followed pea stubble and was 
fertilized with about one ton of a mix- 
ture, for which you gave formula. I 
will again plant this land to cotton. 
What grade of fertilizer and how much 
per acre would you advise using to ac- 
cure largest profitable yield? Would 
you advise usin Peruvian guano at 
$357 I do not Cosaty the analysis oi 
the Peruvian. 

Answer—I see no reason. for mate- 
rially modifying the formula you used 
last year, which was probably “For- 
muia No. 2, for Cotton on Old, Worn 
Upland,’) possibly modified by reducing 
the quantity of eotton seed meal. No 
pea crop faving intervened since the 
last crop of cotton, | would reduce the 
cotton seed meal to about 500 pounds, 
making it: Acid phosphate, 14 per cent, 


11.000 pounds (or 875 pounds of 16 per 


cent): 500 pounds high-grade cotton 
seed meal, 374 pounds muriate of pot- 
ash. I would apply the whole of the 
formula to about two acres. Not know- 
ing the analysis of.the Peruvian guano 
(there is more than one grade) I can- 
not advise as to the expediency of 
using it. I know that it (Peruvian 
guano) possesses no advantage over 
formula No. 2, unless it be cheaper jer 
ginit of plant food. 


CORN ON PIPE CLAY SUBSOIL LAND. 
T. J. Pair, Decatur, Ga. I see in The 
Weekly Ccrstitution where you give 
formula to suit certain lands, so I 
come to you for advice. The land has 
been ‘cultivated about 23 or 24 years 
and has never been planted in anything 
but corn. It fs branch bottom. The to» 
sOjl is black and very thin, with a pipe 
clay subsoil. It ‘s now covered in wild 
onions and cress or wild lettuce. Up to 
6 years ago, we made very good crops 
of corn with only lot manure but since 
that time have had to use some com- 
mercial fertilizer, as we could not get 
the lot manure; so we haven't made 
much corn since and iast year nothing 
but nubbins. The stalk grows very 
large and very tall but no corn like 
it used to grow. It’s hard to keep cock- 
leburrs down. It grows crab grass and 
swamp grass that is fine, what does it 
need to make it produce ears of corn. 
We have but little lot manure. We 
want to buv the materials and mix the 
fertilizers this ycar. 
. Answer—Quite a number of times 
recently I have answered similar in- 
quiries as to how to fertilize corn or 
cotton on soils that produce large 
stalks or “weed” and little fruit. What 
your soil needs is phosphoric acid and 
not nitrogen. Stable manure is not 
what 1s needed and its application 
would not be effective. I have many 
times advised that my regular “Formu- 
la No. 1, for corn on old worn upland” 
should be modified when to be used on 


fresh lands, dark colored, moist bottom 
lands, or wherever and whenever the 
soil is know to produce large weed and 
little fruit. That formula is: 1,000 
pounds of 14 per ‘cent acid phosphate, 
1,280 pounds of C. SS. meal and 34 
pounds of muriate of potash. The mod. 
ification I advise is to reduce the C. §&, 
acid phosphate and muriate. Probably 


it.out altogether and apply only the 
a 10-4. or 10+ 3, acid potash would be 
all that is needed. I would break the 
land déowr. to the clay, then lay off 
4-foot rows, put in 300 or 400 pounds 
per acre, bed on it, making the beds 
pretty high and leave a good, open 
water-furrow. This should be done at 
enee, or a week or two before planting. 

Immediately before planting run a 
harrow lengthwise over the beds, open 
and plant along the center of the beds 
and needs livening.

I suspect that the soll may be sour 
needs to be underdrained. Livening 
should (preferably) be done in the fall 
or early winter, spreading 10 to 
bushels of air staked lime per acre 
on the freshly plowed soil. 


Mrs. John W. W., Fairburn, Ga.—In- 
closed I send a plant called here blue 
bottle, which is a nuisance in our gar- 
den. Some years ago we planted them 
along the walk with other flowers, but 
since they multiply both by seed and 
bulb, they have spread over the entire 
half acre garden and crowded out gar- 
den vegetables. We have twice sown 
the ground with peas, hoping to kill 
the blue bottles by shading them with 
the vines. . After the vines were cut 
for foragzge we kept pigs in the garden 
to eat the bulbs. They loosened the 
soil deep and ate the larger bulbs, but 
the smaller ones are growing as if they 
had. been carefully cultivated. - Will 
you be kind enough to tell us how to 
get rid of this pest? Any suggestions

W. C. Garrett, Campton, Ga.—(1) I 
wave bought a high-grade guano, 12— 
3—3. Do you think it more economi- 
cal than a —2Z—-2? It cost $5.60 
more per ton. I thought I would ap- 
Ply 400 to 600 pounds per acre. Do 
you think it would pay me to use that 
much? Land is mulatto with stiff red 
clay. I used 400 pounds per .acre of 
19—3—-3 last year and made one bale 
per acre. TI want to increase my yield 
this year. e 

Answer—One ton of 12-—-3-—3 Is 
worth at least $6.50 more than a ton 
of 10—-2—2. Therefore a ton of, 12— 
3—3 at no greater price than $5.50 
over the cost of a ton of 10—2—2 
means a saving of $1 per ton. I think 
it woulq pay you to use 600 to 800 
pounds per acre on your land provided 
you shall have plowed it deep and pul- 
verized it well. That amount should 
give vou a yield of 1% bales per acre 
if a good year for cotton.

TILIZER FOR CORN. 

R. W. L.. Felton, Ga.—(1) My fath- 
er’s nice Berkshire sow brought nine 
pigs. One was dead and thre of the 
others have the rickets. They shake 
all the time like they hag the palsy. 
What is the trouble, and will they get 
all right? 

(2) I have two-acres of land I in- 
teng to plant in corn April 15. I bed- 
ded it with two-horse Oliver (four 
furrows) In January about 10 inches 
deep, run out the middle 12 inches 
deep, bedded back? run out the row 14 
inches deep. I want to put manure in 
and mix well. Teh land made 1,000 
pounds cotton to the acre last year 
with 400 pounds of guano. I want to 
make a good yield. How much guano 
woulq you use and how would you ap- 
ply it and would you use any soda? I 
have the guano, the ground is in good 
shape. 

Answer—(1) Rickets is a disease of 
young pigs and is thought to be due 
to errors in diet ang to indigestion, 
together with non-assimulation of 
food and lactic acid fermentation, as a 
result of which there is a lack of suf- 
ficient lime in the bones and they re- 
main too soft. The treatment con- 
sists in close attention to the diet and 


to that of the dam when the pigs are'| 


too young to eat much. The food 
should consist of concentrated nutriti- 
ous nitrogenous food, such as scalded 
oats or oatmeal, wheat middlings and 
bran ana milk and ground bone meal 
two or three times a week. Also lime 
water. Medicinally give one-dram 
doses two or three times a day of 
precipitated phosphate of calcium, to- 
gether with one-drop doses of oil of 
phosphotqus- The sow should be fed 
on oats, wheat middiings and bran. Al- 
falfa meal would also be excellent. 

(2) With the good preparation PS 
the land you might well apply 400 to 
500 pounds of high-grade, highly-am- 
moniateg fertilizer or an ordinary cot- 
ton fertilizer (to be bedded on) and 
nitrate of soda at and after planting, 
say 12 pounds for each 100 pounds 
bedded on. 


RHEUMATISM, PROBABLY, OF HOGS. 


C. Birch, Hiawassee, Ga.—I would 
like for you to tell me what ails my 
hogs. The trouble seems to be entirely 
in their feet and legs. They first be- 
gin to get lame and in a few days get 
past walking. The hock joint swells 
more or less. When I catch oné@ and 
worry it, it is sure to get past walking. 
They always eat heartily. Please tell 
me what the disease is and a remedy. 

Answer—Your hogs probabty have 
rheumatism. The treatment is as fol- 
lows: In the early stages give each hog 
from one to two ounces of Epsom salts, 
or two drops of croton oil in a spoon- 
ful of sweet oil. Follow the purging 
with 10 to 15 drops (according to age 
and size) of oil of gaultheria in a 
spoonful of sweet oil or raw linseed oll 
3 times a day. Iodide of potassium in 
5 to 10 grain doses 3 times a day is 
also useful, or 10 grain doses of bi- 
carboniate of potash with the food 3 
times a day. The swollen joints may 
be bathed 3 times a day with a lotion 
of 1 ounce tincture of opium (lauda- 
num), 1 ounce fluid extract belladonna 
and half pint of water. If the swollen 
parts are neither hot nor tender, rub in 


"on them a little of one part cantharides 


to four parts lard, and repeat in a 
week, if necessary. In mild cases cam- 
phorated soap liniment well rubbed in 
will often relieve the pain.
